WASHINGTON-Whoever in the 
D epartm ent of State wrote that 
long passage for President Tru­ 
m an’s farewell address analyzing 
the situation between the United 
States and Russia did a m asterful 
job. It is a pity that Mr. Trum an 
didn’t make a separate message 
out of it so it would have been 
given consideration on another day 
entirely apart from his semi-poli- 
tjcal 
observations 
on 
domestic 
policies which tended to make his 
m essage so long that only sections 
of it got printed widely. 
For it is a thorough and pene­ 
trating appraisal of the world sit­ 
uation, even though at tim es it 
does gloss over some of the weak 
spots in American policy abroad. 
The most poignant statem ent in 
the Trum an message is not his 
reference 
to 
atom 
bombs—for 
threats like these don’t bother the 
Russians, who believe in the op­ 
portunity 
of 
conquest 
through 
"cold w ar” rather than "hot w ar.” 
It is this declaration: 
Elsenho wer. Dulles Views 
“ What, then, of the future** The 
answer, I believe, is this: As we 
continue to confound Soviet expec­ 
tations, as our world grows strong­ 
er, more united, more attractive to 
men on both sides of the iron cur­ 
tain, 
then 
inevitably 
there will 
come a tim e of change within the 
Communist world. We do not know 
how that change will come about, 
whether by deliberate decision in 
the Kremlin, by coup d ’etat, by 
revolution, by defection of satel­ 
lites, or perhaps by some unfore­ 
seen combination of factors such 
as these.” 
That’s precisely the Eisenhower- 
Dulles view. Yet, during the re­ 
cent campaign, when these two 
men ventured to mention "liber­ 
ation” 
as 
an 
eventuality, 
the 
British and French press, aided 
and abetted by some distorted 
interpretations 
broadcast to the 
world by Secretary Acheson. de­ 
nounced "liberation” as something 
illicit and unfeasible and implied 
mischievou.sly that It was meant 
to send Allied troops on such a 
mission. 
Another im portant passage in the 
Trum an speech was the following 
paragraph; 
"But if the Communist rulers 
understand they cannot win by 
war. and if we frustrate their at­ 
tem pts to win by subversion, it is 
not too much to expect their world 
to change its character, moderate 
it.» aims, become 
more 
realistic 
and less implacable, and recede 
from the cold war they began.” 
The effect of this is somewhat 
weakened by the knowledge that 
inten.sive e f f o r t s by patriotic 
Americans to carry on a battle 
against subversion, at least inside 
the United States, have been m et 
by obstructive tactics from certain 
departm ents of the Trum an ad­ 
ministration itself. Thus, there is 
still a tendency to fall for the line 
that all the anti-subversion cru­ 
sades are m erely “ witch hunts” or 
"hysteria.” Indeed, the sam e Tru­ 
man message softens what was 
said about the importance of com- 


batting subvesion as will be noted 
by the following: 
"Already 
the 
danger 
signals 
have gone up. Already the cor­ 
rosive 
process 
has 
begun. And 
every diminution of our tolerance, 
each demonstration of hys te ria - 
each new restrictive law—is one 
more sign that we can lose the 
tattle against fear. 
"The Communists cannot deprive 
us of our liberties—fear can. Tha 
Communists cannot stam p out our ^ 
faith in human dignity—fear can. 
Fear is an enemy within ourselves, 
and if we do not root it out. it 
may destroy the very way of life 
we are so anxious to protect.” 


Co ntra dictio n Is Unfo rtuna te 
The foregoing gives a curious 
picture 
of 
alleged 
interference 
with liberties in America. It’s the 
same cry that the Communists 
raise as they seek by technicalities 
to block trials. It’s the sam e line 
of thought which causes the Com­ 
munists to picket the White House 
with cries of innocence about the 
convicted atom spies—the Rosen- 
bergs. 
No innocent person has been in­ 
jured in America by the anti-Com- 
niunist crusade who couldn’t rebut 
idle accusations freely and widely 
in the press and on the radio. Lots 
of people who claim they joined 
organizations innocently cannot be 
absolved altogether from blam e 
for getting tangled up with Com­ 
munist organizations. But too long 
the country has been given to be­ 
lieve that liberties are being taken 
away right and 
left 
and 
that 
America 
is being 
hurt 
because 
Communists are 
being 
exposed. 
That kind of contradiction in the 
President's message is m ost un­ 
fortunate. 
Only this week Nathaniel WeyU 
a form er Communist, tells in a 
copyrighted interview in “ U. S. 
News & World Report” that he was 
a member of a Communist cell 
with Alger Hiss and Lee Pressm an. 
The latter was for m any years 
general counsel for the CIO and a 
partner in policy-making of that 
organization. 
In 
1950 
Pressm an 
finally told a congressional com­ 
mittee about his affiliations. Hiss 
was tried for 
perjury 
and 
con­ 
victed on the testimony of Whit­ 
taker Chambers, but to this day 
there are defenders of Hiss who 
think he was never a Communist 
but was covering up for somebody 
when the documents were given to 
Chambers. Yet Mr. Weyl tells of 
having m et Hiss in from 35 to 40 
meetings in a Communist cell m ade 
up of persons employed in the 
Departm ent of Agriculture. Was 
Alger Hiss exposed by the Trum an 
adm inistration? Mr. Trum an call­ 
ed it all a "red herring.” The lies 
tcld by Hiss were detected by the 
House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, and the man who did 
the exposing—Richard Nixon, of ^ 
California—bears to' this day the 
enmity of many of those who cry 
loudest about "witch hunts” and 
“hysteria.”

Before 1914 the great m ajority of East European 
Jew s were ruled by the Russian t*ar. His governm ent 
lim ited their habitation to a “ pale of settlem ent” In 
western Russia, denied them civil rights, often In sti­ 
gated pogroms against them to divert attention from 
the decaying regime at St Petersburg 
Hut even under 
the tsars, the more venturesom e of harassed East 
European Jew s could get away to the U nited States 
or even to Jew ish colonies in Palestine 
In

1930s. 
H itler 
violently 
exploited 
a n ti­ 
sem itism to win power in G erm any. 
During W orld 
W a r II, he directed the exterm ination of some six 
m illion Je w s — most of them from Russia and the 
present Soviet satellites. Stalin has u^ed anti-Sem itism 
for his purposes with even greater cynicism than Hitler, 
and Prague raises fear that the ultim ate results for 
East European Je w ry m ay be the same.

is 
our 
greater 
knowledge and appreciation of the 
functions of the membranes lining 
the nasal passageways and sinus 
space*. 
These coverings normally 
are 
blanketed 
with 
an 
invisible 
coating of mucus secreted from 
glands just beneath the surface. 
This secretion slides bark into the 
throat and replates itself every IO 
minutes day and night, but not 
through gravity alone 
It is pro­ 
pelled in the direction of the throat 
bv thousands of hairlike projec­ 
tions I cilia i that sway back and 
forth.

The antibiotics and sulfonamides 
do not interfere with ciliary action 
but they encourage the develop­ 
ment of sensitivity to these drugs. 
As a result they usually art* pre­ 
scribed in tablet form or hypoderm

only 
when 
needed. 
An 
ordinary nose cold or attack of 
sinusitis rarely rails for these pre­ 
parations. 
More and more physi­ 
cians are going back to the old 
fashioned salicylates, 
phenacetin, 
eodnne. 
steam 
inhalations, 
bed 
rest, anti fruit juices. These reme­ 
dies are safe and seldom are fol­ 
lowed by unpleasant reactions, 
In 
this way we can keep the potent 
products in reserve for more seri­ 
ous infections when a lifesaving 
drug is necessary.

The visit of Winston Churchill to 
this country has, from the first. 
< entered on the development of 
the Korean War. Churchill is an­ 
xious to maintain the status of a 
limited war, on the grounds that 
otherwise the United States would

Europe* It is the old struggle over 
“ Europe first.” However, Church­ 
ill offers no plan to end the high 
casualty

Korea. 


Stalin having admitted that he 
is 
involved 
in 
the 
situation 
in 
Korea, in his reply to Jam es Res­ 
ton of “ The New York Times,” the 
degree of such 
investm ent re­ 
quires analysis and some action. 
At any rate, it ended the fiction of 
Russian irresponsibility. 


In 
the 
Soviet 
world, 
ranging 
from the River Elbe in Europe to 
the Pacific Ocean, there is only 
one master. Neither the Korean 
nor the Chinese Communists could 
have 
acted 
independently 
of 
Stalin. He supplied the arms, the 
M IGs, the organization and thou­ 
sands of so-called advisers My in­ 
formation is that there are about 
IOO.(KIO such Russian advisers at 
the present time in Soviet China, 
forming 
a 
grid 
throughout 
the 
country to control it. 


It is characteristic of Soviet 


Russian diplomacy for Stalin 
to assume the role of a benign 
father to all people*, smiling 
like a ( heshlre rat. while all 
the time his Valatie associate* 
are fighting in a real war not 
only against the United States 
hut against the United Nation* 
of which Russia is a member 
with a permanent seat on the 
Security Council. 


It is possible by this technique 
for Stalin to conduct a war. man­ 
aging every phase of it. while at 
the same time giving the impres­ 
sion of neutrality. Unfortunately. 
he has a precedent in President 
Roosevelt’s conduct the first year 
of World W ar ll. before we entered 
it, when he assisted Great Britain 
m aterially while this country was 
neutral. 


If Stalin wants peace in Korea. 
he can have it. lf he has any pro­ 
posals to make, he can make them 
through 
ordinary 
channels. 
He 
does not need to write letters to 
reporters 
for 
“ The 
New 
York 
Tim es” or any other newspaper. 
His ambassador in Washington can 
talk to Dean Acheson or to John 
Foster Dulles and get the confer­ 
ence for a peace started 
He has 
had 18 months at Panmunjonx and

To show how confusing such con­ 
ferences can be. let us take the 
word. democracy. To an Am eri­ 
can. that word means the control 
of the government by the people 
through officials chosen at stated 
elections; 
it 
also 
often 
means 
equality of all individuals before 
the law To a Russian, democracy 
means the socialization of the life 
of the people, particularly in its 
economic phases. 
When 
at 
Teheran 
and 
Yalta, 
Roosevelt and Stalin were talking 
about democracy, they were not 
talking about the same thing, al­ 
though they used the same word 
The consequence of this is one of 
the major tragedies in the history 
of the human race. 


It could have bren avoided 


had the usual procedures of

pursued. When the situation is 
difficult, it is best for the prin­ 
cipals not to meet. Me lost the 
peace in World W ar I because 
Woodrow

The house itself belonged to for­ 
mer G O F Congressman Charley 
Dewey of Chicago, though original­ 
ly

the 
home of Peggy 
O’Neil, the belle of Andrew Ja c k ­

new bar right under the noses of 
congressmen. 
Too Much Drinking

We do not know 
how that change will come about, 
whether by deliberate decision in 
the Kremlin, by coup d’etat, by 
revolution, by defection of satel­ 
lites, or perhaps by some unfore­ 
seen combination of factors such 
*.« these.” 
That's precisely the Eiscnhower- 
Dulles view. Yet. during the re­

from the cold war they began.” 
The effect of this is somewhat 
weakened by the knowledge that 
intensive e f f o r t s by patriotic 
Americans to carry on a battle 
against subversion, at least inside 
the United States, have been met 
by obstructive tactics from certain 
departments of the Truman ad­ 
ministration itself. Thus, there is 
still a tendency to fall for the line 
that ail the anti-subversion cru­ 
sades are merely “ witch hunts” or 
“ hysteria.” Fndeed, the same Tru­ 
man message softens what was 
said about the importance of com­ 


batting subvesion as will be noted 
bv the following: 
“ Already 
the 
danger 
signals 
have gone up. Already the cor­ 
rosive 
process 
has 
begun. And 
every diminution of our tolerance, 
each demonstration of hysteria — 
each new restrictive law— is one 
more sign that we can lose the 
tattle against fear. 
“ The Communists cannot deprive 
us of our liberties—fear can. The 
Communists cannot stamp out our 
faith in human dignity—fear can. 
Fear is an enemy within ourselves, 
and if we do not root it out, it 
may destroy the very way of life 
we are so anxious to protect.” 


Contradiction Is Unfortunate 


The foregoing gives a 
curious 
picture 
of 
alleged 
interference 
with liberties in America. If s the 
same cry 
that the Communists 
raise as they seek by technicalities 
to block trials. It s the same line 
of thought which causes the Com­ 
munists to picket the White House 
with cries of innocence about the 
convicted atom spies—the Rosen- 
bergs. 
No innocent person has been in­ 
jured in America by the anti-Com- 
munist crusade who couldn't rebut 
idle accusations freely and widely 
in the press and on the radio. Lot* 
of people who claim they joined 
organizations innocently cannot be 
absolved 
altogether from 
blame 
for getting tangled up with Com­ 
munist organizations. But too long 
the co u n try has been given to be­ 
lieve that liberties are being tak*>n 
away right and 
left 
and 
that 
America 
is being 
hurt 
because 
Communists are 
being 
exposed. 
That kind of contradiction in the 
President s message is most un­ 
fortunate. 
Only this week Nathaniel W eyL 


a former Communist, tells in a 
copyrighted interview in “ U. S. 
News & World Report” that he was 
a member of a Communist cell 
with Alger Hiss and Lee Pressman. 
The latter was for many years 
general counsel for the C IO and a 
partner in policy-making of that 
organization. 
In 
1950 
Pressm an 
finally told a congressional com­ 
mittee about his affiliations. Hiss 
was tried for 
perjury 
and 
con- 
voted on the testimony of Whit- 
taker Chambers, but to this day 
there are defenders of Hiss who 
think he was never a Communist 
but was covering up for somebody 
when the documents were given to 
Chambers. Yet M r. Weyl tells of 
having met Hiss in from 35 to 40 
meetings in a Communist cell made 
up of persons employed in the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. Was 
Alger Hiss exposed by the Trum an 
administration? Mr. Truman call­ 
ed it all a “ red herring.” The lies 
told by Hiss were detected by the

most experimental ones. 
Robert Saudek, director of the 
Ford Foundation Radio and Tele­ 
vision Workshop, has stated that 
“ Omnibus” is not interested in an 
ordinary drama, even a good one, 
which could be done on any of the 
other dramatic programs.

interested in the “ dff boat” dr.ima, 
the drama that is some way un­ 
usual. that challenges the viewer's 
imagination or wits or sometimes 
his temper. Actually, the producers 
of the i how would much prefer to 
g» t a flood of denunciatory mail 
than no mail at all. 
“ We aim to arouse strong emo­ 
tions, either favorable or unfavor­ 
able,” says Saudek. “ Indifference 
we can’t stand.”
